2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: ***. 
With respect to claims 9 and 10, the prior art of reference fails to suggest or 

disclose a pulse width modulation current adjustment apparatus as disclosed wherein 
the triangle wave generator has the characteristic that the triangle wave voltage signal 
output by the second operational amplifier has a plurality of rising portions and a 
plurality of declining portions, with the triangle wave voltage signal consisting only of 
odd harmonics such that a percentage of high frequency harmonics of the triangle wave 
voltage signal is low.
